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FHDC is 


exploited’ 
by builders 


HOUSING developers want¬ 
ing to build homes in Forest 
Heath are “exploiting the dis¬ 
trict council”, says a group of 
parish councils. 

Forest Heath Rural Parish 
Alliance says that because 
FHDC has neither an adopted 
local plan or a five year land 
supply, developers are taking 
advantage of its “very weak 
position” to reject “almost any 
developer proposal” 

The group, which was 
formed by parish councils 
around the county, says it is 
“concerned by the prospect of 
massive development”. 

Group member Bill Ram¬ 
pling said: “We are not against 
the expansion of our commu¬ 
nities, but it must be plan led 
to ensure the infrastructure 
keeps pace with growth.” 

The alliance highlighted 
proposals for Kentford, which

they say increase the popula¬ 
tion by 200 per cent, with no 
plans to improve transport 
and schools at full capacity. 

Mr Rampling added: “The 
proposal is for our district to 
increase by some 7,000 new 
dwellings over the next 15 
years. 

“These are to be built 
mainly in the larger towns 
or villages being key service 
centres. However, because of 
Newmarket’s objection to the 
Hatchfield Farm development 
this has now put more pres¬ 
sure on the rural villages.” 

The alliance called for the 
district council to “speed up” 
completion of the local plan. 

Mr Rampling said: “Only 
then will it be possible to de¬ 
velop the district in a ‘plan led 
and controlled manner’.” 


A spokeswoman for FHDC 
said the council had powers 
due to the National Planning 
Policy Framework (NPPF). 

She said: “The High Court 
challenge to Forest Heath’s 
Local Plan means that the 
council has to review the 
numbers of houses planned 
to be built in the district. 

“This is called the single is¬ 
sue review and it could take 
up to 18 months now to get 
the updated plan in place. 

“[The NPPF] places the 
onus on developers to provide 
evidence to the council that 
any application is ‘sustaina¬ 
ble’ in terms of infrastructure 
such as schools, highways 
and the like. The challenge is 
that growth is developer led, 
not planned, and not com¬ 
munity led. The solution is to 
get the updated Local Plan in 
place.”

Officer’s plan

NEWMARKET’S new police 
sergeant is working on plans 
to create a youth cafe for 
young people. 

Sgt Mel Leaman, who 
joined the Newmarket force 
last month, is hoping to give 
young people in the town 
somewhere to go. 

He said: “I am looking for¬ 
ward to trying and getting off 
the ground a youth cafe with 
community agencies for 16 
to 24 year olds. I’m aware 
there is not a lot for that sort 
of age group. 

“The cafe would have in¬ 
ternet access and a one stop 
shop so they can get advice 
in relation to work, money 
and life skills.” 

Sgt Leaman has taken over 
the reins as sergeant of New¬ 
market after 11 years with the 
force, most recently working 
as a sergeant in Haverhill.

Sgt Leaman, 49, started his 
policing career as a response 
officer, before moving on to 
work as a community police 
officer in the Studlands and 
Severals ward. 

He continued locally as a 
Pc with the professional de¬ 
velopment unit before be¬ 
coming a sergeant in Haver¬ 
hill. 

Sgt Leaman will be head¬ 
ing up the Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team (SNT), who deal 
with the priorities set out by 
Newmarket residents. 

These include anti-social 
behaviour in Warrington 
Street, inconsiderate use or 
abandonment of vehicles, 
and youth anti-social behav¬ 
iour in Rookery, Newmarket 
and Chapel Street, Exning. 


He will also be targeting 
what he says is an emerging 
problem of bike thefts, ask¬ 
ing people to make sure their 
bikes are locked up, secure 
and kept in a well lit area. 

In his first few weeks on 
the job, Sgt Leaman, while 
on duty with Pc Ian Watson, 
made the discovery of a can¬ 
nabis factory on Craven Way. 

He said: “I was really 
pleased with that. We will not 
tolerate drugs in Newmarket 
and we will always take steps 
to stop that.”

He added: “I started 
in Newmarket and I’m re¬ 
ally pleased to come back 
and work here. I know the 
town very well and I know 
what the issues are here. I am 
looking forward to dealing 
with them.”

Queensbury Lodge 
site causing concern 


COUNCILLORS have once 
again hit out at the state of 
the Queensbury Lodge site 
on the High Street in New¬ 
market. 

The site has long been 
the centre of controversy 
and during lengthy appli¬ 
cations and appeals by de¬ 
velopers Unex, the land fell 
into disrepair where it has 
stayed. 

At last Tuesday’s town 
council meeting, council¬ 
lors discussed a letter they 
had received at the end of 
July from Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council (FHDC). 

In it, Liz Watts, director 
of FHDC, said: “This build¬ 
ing is of great concern to 
the council and therefore 
is a focus for our conserva¬ 
tion team. 

“There has been an on¬ 
going dialogue with the 
owner’s agents which has 
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resulted in some works to 
the front of the property 
being agreed. 

“There is still a great deal 
of concern that the plans 
being discussed are not 
adequate to preserve the 
building and importantly 
make it safe.” 

The letter added that 
a recent assessment had 
been made to establish the 
extent of the deterioration 
and damage, and a survey¬ 
or will also visit to provide 
a “more comprehensive as¬ 
sessment”. 

In April, FHDC an¬ 
nounced that they would 
consider enforcement 
measures to improve the 
site thanks to the powers 
local authorities have to 
take action when “a his¬ 


toric building has dete¬ 
riorated to an extent that 
its preservation may be at 
risk”. 

But the letter said that 
while they have the pow¬ 
ers to intervene, these 
were “under review” 
and FHDC were 
“not, at this time, 
in a position to let 
you have details 
of future actions 
the council may 
take”. 

It added: “I can, 
however, assure 
you that this mat¬ 
ter is a priority and I 
hope to be in a better po¬ 
sition in August to provide 
you with further informa¬ 
tion and actions going for¬ 
ward.” 

However, the town coun¬ 
cillors was unhappy that 
enough was being done to 


improve both Queensbury 
Lodge and the old swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: 
“That this site is an “ongo¬ 
ing thing” is all we hear. 

It is about time we said 
someone gets to put 
something there. 
“FHDC saying 

the matter is a pri¬ 
ority is just an ex¬ 
cuse.” 

Town clerk Isa¬ 
belle Barrett said 
lots of people had 
expressed their 
‘outrage” about the 
swimming pool site. 
She added: “It seems 
that Unex aren’t bothered 
at all.” 

Councillors decided they 
would write to the district 
council expressing their 
concerns for the site of the 
old swimming pool. 



High Street to be closed for resurfacing work 


THE High Street in Cheveley is set 
to be resurfaced next week after a 
“detailed measure and condition sur¬ 
vey”. 

The High Street, from Church 
Lane to the junction of the 
B1063, will be resurfaced be¬ 
tween August 18 and August 23. 
During that time, the road will be 
closed between 9am and 5pm, affect¬ 
ing the bus route. 

Engineers at Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council carried out the survey at 


the end of June. 

Stuart Rushby, an engineer in the 
local infrastructure and street man¬ 
agement department at Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council, said for safety 
and efficiency the best option was to 
close the road. The closure would be 
set up in a similar way to the resur¬ 
facing work carried out previously 
near the church. 

The council decided to undertake 
the work in August so as not to upset 
access to the local school. 


However, bus passengers will have 
to use stops before and after the road 
closures during the period. 

A diversion will be in place through 
Ashley for the duration of the work. 

Improvements will also be made to 
the pavilion and recreation ground in 
Cheveley in September. 

The entrance to the pavilion will be 
changed, while gating, an accessbile 
path and disabled parking bays will 
be added, before further work to the 
inside is carried out.

A MAN who knocked 
over a mobility scooter 
rider and caused a broken 
shoulder has been given 
a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Joaquim Cardoso, 62, 
of St Mary’s Square, New¬ 
market, had denied as¬ 
sault causing grevious 
bodily harm but last week 
was found guilty by a jury 
at Ipswich Crown Court.

He was also 
ordered to pay £2,400 
in costs. Judge Devaux 
warned Cardoso that any 
breach of the suspended 
sentence could result in it 
being activated.

COUNCILLORS at For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) are expected to re¬ 
fuse plans for housing in 
Red Lodge.

“Looking after our young¬ 
sters is the most important 
thing we have to do.”

“I do not believe this 
should go ahead until we 
have assurance that schools 
will be built and are accept¬ 
able because we do need 
to give the children of Red 
Lodge the education they 
deserve.”

Sewage was also high¬ 
lighted as another problem 
as well as access to the site, 
both of which councillors 
said had not been looked 
into enough. 

The application will now 
go forward with councillors 
having a “mind to refuse”, 
as an assessment is carried 
out on the areas they high¬ 
lighted.

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WALKABOUT 

This is the time of year when the 
two major spending committees 
of Mildenhall Parish Council use 
their ‘summer session’ to go on 
a walkabout of some of the areas 
which they control, accompanied 
by their officer staff who may well 
have particular items to which 
they wish to draw members’ at¬ 
tention. This was certainly the 
case last Thursday evening when, 
starting a full half hour before 
their usual 7pm lock-off, most of 
the general purposes committee 
had an important session at the 
Thetford Road cemetery. 

There, members were weighing 
up the amount of land left to be 
used for future grave spaces be¬ 
fore the necessary development 
of the land in the area adjacent. 
When that particular area was 
purchased, some years ago, in¬ 
formed opinion (as to the rate at 
which land would be used) sug¬ 
gested that about 13 years’ supply 
was in hand; and having carefully 
assessed now the likely needs, it 
would seem that there are indeed 
just two years land in hand, at the 
known given rate of burials over 


the past decade. 

On their return to the committee 
room, members agreed to recom¬ 
mend to full council at the end of 
the month that a plan of action, 
regarding the new road layout and 
all other matters associated with 
preparation of the second burial 
plot of land should soon be put in 
place, with the likely considerable 
costs being spread over forthcom¬ 
ing budgets. 

Members also paid close atten¬ 
tion to recent work which had 
to done on topple-testing, for 
which notices have been placed 
where this is considered neces¬ 
sary. There was also a unanimous 
committee recommendation that 
the rules of the cemetery must be 
observed, with the current hand¬ 
ful of problems needing to be 
solved for the benefit of all other 
cemetery users. 

Members turned down a request 
for a shed on the rather smaller 
Lark Road allotments, while offer¬ 
ing a suggestion to help the plot- 
holder’s needs. They also, after 
lengthy consideration, refused to 
approve leaving on WC and wash¬ 
ing facilities at the Riverside allot¬ 
ments during the winter. 

In another aspect of the commit¬ 
tee’s work, members agreed to 
recommend seeking alternative 
quotations for West Row street¬ 
light replacements before making 


a final decision.

The one sure thing about the pop¬ 
ular Mildenhall 81 District Probus

discussion, after an early start at 
10.15am. 

Councillors Brian Sulman and 
John Barker (who, as it happens, 
were the first ever councillors on 


duty when these sessions began 
in the Jubilee Centre some 10 
years ago) were faced with a con¬ 
siderable number of issues - some 
of which qualify as ‘regular items’ 
on their councillors’ or commit¬ 
tees’ agenda. 

All will be reported to a full coun¬ 
cil, on August 28, with at least one 
couple seemingly likely to ask 
to address the council members 
within the special agenda item 
which appears on every occasion.

THREE businesses have 
been fined after fly tipping 
their industrial waste in 
West Suffolk. 

Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Coun¬ 
cil brought prosecutions 
against the three businesses 
which were accused of fly 
tipping in the area. 

All three appeared in Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court on August 7. 

David Hines, of Shangri 
La, Field Walk, Mildenhall, 
was accused of a duty of care 
offence in which he gave his 
waste to a third party for dis¬ 
posal. 

The waste was then fly 
tipped at Beck Row. 

Hines pleaded guilty to 
the offence and was fined 
£300, ordered to pay costs 
of £584.45 and a victim sur¬ 
charge of £50. 

D. E. Panels Ltd, of Wat - 
ton in Norfolk, appeared 
charged with three duty of 
care offences between Oc¬ 
tober 1, 2013 and November 
26, 2013, in the same cir¬ 
cumstances. 

In total, on three occa¬ 
sions, 40 paint tins were fly 
tipped at Coney Weston. 

David Pariser, company 
director, pleaded guilty to 
the offences. 

D. E. Panels was fined £500 
and ordered to pay the coun¬ 
cil’s costs of £612.50 and a 
victim surcharge of £50. 



The third case was against 
Nigel McLaughlin, of Mill 
Park Gardens in Mildenhall, 
who fly tipped a “large quan¬ 
tity” of books, cardboard 
boxes and a broken book¬ 
case on land at Highbridge 
Gravel Drove in Lakenheath 
last year. 

He was fined £300 and 
ordered to pay £400 of the 
council’s costs and a victim 
surcharge of £30. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, FHDC 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “It is impor¬ 
tant that people are aware 


that the law reflects their 
responsibility in starving 
rogue traders of their source 
of waste. 

“If you ask a tradesperson 
to dispose of waste on your 
behalf, you must ask to see 
their waste carriers’ licence 
and assure yourself that they 
will comply with the law. 

“We thank the public for 
their support in stamping 
out fly tipping.”

Buckle declared treasure 


AN UNUSUAL me¬ 
dieval buckle un¬ 
earthed in West 
Suffolk has been de¬ 
clared as treasure at 
an inquest. 

The buckle, be¬ 
lieved to date from 
the 9th century, was 
found near Milden¬ 
hall by Steve Foster 
in October last year. 

Last Thursday 
an inquest at Bury 
St Edmunds heard 


that the buckle, 
which is decorated 
with an image of 
an animal on a yel¬ 
low background, 
was considered by 
archaeologists to be 
unusual. 

Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Peter Dean de¬ 
clared the buckle as 
treasure. 

Last month, an¬ 
other silver buckle 
found in Laken¬ 


heath was also de¬ 
clared as treasure at 
an inquest after be¬ 
ing found last year. 

Eight late Roman 
coins, also found 
in December last 
year, were found 
to be treasure at an 
inquest earlier this 
month. 

The inquest found 
that those coins 
were the latest find 
from the Milden¬ 


hall treasure haul, 
which first began to 
be discovered back 
in 1942 by a ground 
worker during the 
Second World War. 

In that case, there 
were reports that 
the coins may be 
worth up to £50,000, 
although the find¬ 
er was only given 
£2,000 because they 
did not report the 
find until 1946.

Four burgled home 
of blind pensioner 


FOUR people have been 
jailed for an “extremely 
nasty” attack on a blind 
pensioner as they bur¬ 
gled his home. 

Carl Scarrow, 33, of 
Broad Piece in Soham, 
Paul Meads, 47, of New 
Barns Avenue, Ely, Lucy 
Brown, 28, and Troy 
Whiting, 40, both of Ha¬ 
zel Close, Chatteris, ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge 
Crown Court after plead¬ 
ing guilty to burglary. 

The court heard the 
four targeted the home 
of 70-year-old John 
Hammond in Queen 
Street, March, on May 10. 

Mr Hammond, who 
is registered blind, was

watching television 
when he heard a knock. 
He called out but there 
was no answer so he 
went to the door. 

As he opened it, he was 
pushed and fell back¬ 
wards, hitting his head, 
while the group demand¬ 
ed gold and money. 

A neighbour saw the 
group and grew suspi¬ 
cious, sending her hus¬ 
band to check while she 
called the police, pros¬ 
ecutor Sara Walker said. 

Her husband found 
the group inside Mr 


Hammond’s home. They 
then pushed past him 
and knocked him over 
and into Mr Hammond. 

During the commo¬ 
tion, a female said “the 
best thing to do is stab 
him”, while a male threat¬ 
ened to shoot them. The 
group escaped with his 
television and a watch. 

Reading from Mr 
Hammond’s victim state¬ 
ment, Ms Walker said: 
“Mr Hammond thought 
he was going to die when 
being assaulted. He said 
no-one should have to 
go through what he went 
through and asked ‘how 
could they attack a blind 
pensioner like they did?”’ 


The court heard Scar- 
row, Brown, Whiting and 
Meads had 90 convic¬ 
tions between them. 

Judge Lucraft said: 
“This is an extremely 
nasty burglary and any¬ 
thing else [except cus¬ 
tody] is out of the ques¬ 
tion. It must have been 
truly frightening to ex¬ 
perience what Mr Ham¬ 
mond felt. 

Judge Lucraft sen¬ 
tenced Whiting, Meads 
and Brown to three years 
four months in prison. 

Scarrow was sen¬ 
tenced to three years 
seven months after 
breaching a suspended 
sentence. 


Crime in 
rural areas 
sees 12% 
increase 


GANGS of thieves are prey¬ 
ing on the region’s rural 
businesses, according to a 
report this week 

Crime in the countryside 
shot up by 12 per cent last 
year, according to agricul¬ 
tural insurers NFU Mutual 
- costing the local economy 
an estimated £8.5 million. 

Thefts are worse in the 
East of England than any 
other region of the UK, the 
study has found, and farm¬ 
ing bosses have appealed 
to the public to help by be¬ 
ing vigilant. 

A spokesman for the or¬ 
ganisation said the scale of 
the problem had emerged 
in a study of claims made 
by farms and other busi¬ 
nesses during 2013. 

He said: “The East of 
England is the UK’s worst 
for rural crime, with tools, 
machinery and fuel top¬ 
ping the thieves’ wish-list.” 

Homes in the country¬ 
side were also being tar¬ 
geted, with domestic heat¬ 
ing oil, ornaments and the 
contents of garden sheds 
constantly under threat. 

The spokesman said: “Al¬ 
though high-value thefts 
may be planned and highly 
organised, the number of 
stolen garden tools and 
ornaments indicates op¬ 
portunist thieves continue 
to target gardens and out¬ 
buildings. “ 

Brian Finnerty, spokes¬ 
man for the NFU in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, said: “When an 
expensive piece of agricul¬ 
tural machinery is stolen, it 
can have a huge knock-on 
effect, especially if it hap¬ 
pens near harvest time. 

“We would echo the plea 
to the public to be the eyes 
and ears of the police.”

UP to 78 houses are to 
be built on land between 
Mildenhall and Barton 
Mills. 

Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) council¬ 
lors voted to approve plans 
south ofWorlington Road by 
Trumpington Land Ltd. 

A total of 23 of the 78 
homes will be affordable, 
with a mix of one, two and 
three-bedroom flats, bun¬ 
galows and houses. 

Developers would also 
have to provide up to 
£146,172 for the provision 
of a primary school, up to 
£16,848 to go towards librar¬ 
ies, and up to £48,728 as a 
pre-school contribution, 
planners said. 

But the development was 
not without concerns from 
local residents and mem¬ 
bers of parish councils in 
the area. 

Cllr Rupert Osborn, from 
Worlington Parish Council, 
and Cllr Pamela Boura, from 
Barton Mills Parish Council, 
both spoke against the de¬ 
velopment. 

They highlighted issues 
with speed limits on the 
road, saying cars already 
accelerate past 30mph and 
that there weren’t appropri¬ 
ate traffic calming measures 
in place. 

Cllr Tony Wheble, a dis¬ 
trict councillor, told coun¬ 
cillors they needed to listen 
to the views of those that sit 
on parish councils. 

He said: “Three par¬ 
ish councils, Barton Mills, 
Mildenhall and Worlington 
put objections in. Does any¬ 
one take any notice of it? 
No.” 

Cllr David Gathercole 
agreed. He said: “If three 
parish councils say no then 
we should listen and do 
something about it. 

“Otherwise we are all 
wasting our time sitting on 
parish councils.” 

Despite concerns, coun¬ 
cillors voted to approve the 
development subject to 
conditions. 

Nine councillors voted 
for the development while 
three voted against it.

In its monthly newsletter, the 
council said: “The parish coun¬ 
cil has been funding the service 
but has not been used enough 
to cover costs of the minibus 
meaning extra costs have had to 
be paid out from parish council 
funds.” 

Currently, the journeys to Ely 


on the first and third Thursday 
of every month are subsidised by 
the council. 

But if passenger numbers do 
not increase, it may have to be 
cut completely. 

The council added: “Unfortu¬ 
nately the council is unable to 
continue to fund the service to 
this extent on a regular basis and 
so the service is in danger of be¬ 


ing stopped unless more people 
use it.” 

The Dial-A-Ride service is 
open for anyone in the village to 
use. 

The service costs £5 for a re¬ 
turn to Ely, or £2.50 for those 
with bus passes.

Views wanted 
on services 
for children 


A REVIEW is set to be held into the future 
of children’s centres in Suffolk. 

Councillors from Suffolk County 
Council voted to support a proposal to 
run a 12-week survey seeking the views 
of the public. 

Cllr Gordon Jones, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “Like many peo¬ 
ple up and down the county, we strongly 
value the good work carried out by our 
children’s centres and the services they 
provide. 

“However, we believe that more can be 
done to ensure that these services are as 
effective as they can be and reaching all 
those who would benefit.” 

Currently, centres in Newmarket will 
be unaffected by any changes - but clo¬ 
sures have been earmarked in nearby 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds. 

The review will be led by Rt Hon Frank 
Field MR who is said to be a “much re¬ 
spected expert” in the field of early years.

Cllr Jones added: “Supporting parents 
and their children in early years is of pro¬ 
found importance to us and goes above 
and beyond the normal run of politics. 

“We want the precious resources we 
direct towards early years care to be fo¬ 
cused as much as possible on the ser¬ 
vices that will make a difference, not on 
buildings. Our aim through this con¬ 
sultation is to hear the views of people 
across Suffolk about the children’s centre 
services and how they feel the services 
should be shaped. I urge all those using 
these services to share their views and 
engage fully with us.” 

The council needs to make a saving of 
£2.9 million from children’s centres over 
four years, as voted by councillors. 

Final decisions will be made in De¬ 
cember 2014, with changes set to be im¬ 
plemented in April 2015.

Flats and shops 
planned for club 



ALL CHANGE: Newmarket Conservative Club on Exeter Road

NEWMARKET’S Conserva¬ 
tive Club is set to be trans¬ 
formed into a number of flats 
and retail units after council¬ 
lors voted to approve plans 
at a planning meeting last 
week. 

Councillors voted to ap¬ 
prove a development for nine 
flats and two retail units at 
last Wednesday evening’s 
development and planning 
meeting at Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council (FHDC). 

The building, which is lo¬ 
cated next to the Premier 
Inn hotel, will see part of the 
Conservative Club demol¬ 
ished, with the front of the 
building retained. 

Eight of the flats would be 
one-bedroom, with a sin¬ 
gle two-bedroom flat on the 
third floor. 

The plans were very well 
received by district council¬ 
lors. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who 
also sits on Newmarket Town 
Council, said: “The site has 


been in some disrepair for 
some years. 

“This is an excellent way 
forward and will complete 
that part of the town.” 

Some concerns were raised 
about the lack of car parking 
spaces for residents, with no 
spaces provided. 

The Highways Agency had 
recommended refusal of the 
application because they 
believed the town was “over 
subscribed” and a space per 
flat was necessary. 

However, councillors said 


residents would be able to 
use car parking spaces in the 
town centre instead, with the 
report saying residents were 
likely to be “single occupants 
who work in the locality”. 

Cllr Rona Burt added: “The 
area is something that needs 
to be transformed. It has 
looked like that for as long as 
I have lived in this area. I am 
happy to go along with the 
recommendations.” 

Ten councillors voted to 
approve the plans, while one 
voted against.

I’D been warned that Alison Steadman is 
absolutely nothing like Gavin & Stacey *s 
“Pamelaaa”. 

That in fact, she can be quite a prickly 
interviewee (most of the features desk 
blanched when told I'd snagged her for 
a chat), is actually "really posh" and 
utterly devoid of the brashly good natured 
“mumsiness" many of her onscreen 
characters peddle (blame her portrayal of 
Mrs Bennett in the wet-shirted version of 
Pride and Prejudice). 

It's all true. 

She's not like the bubbly, screechy, 
emotional Pamela, and she is a bit gruff, 
refusing (quite rightly, if unhelpfully) to 
surrender every titbit of information, and 
she does have a clip to her voice rather than 
Essex patter. 

And who wants to be labelled mumsy 
anyway? 

Sure, there's no frivolous chat (jokily 
asking whether she'd be putting on a 
French accent for her role in Therese 
Raquin earned a stern: "No, no, no, that 
would just be silly,"), but she takes her craft 
seriously. That's hard to sneer at. 

Born in Liverpool in 1946, the actress 
made her name as Candice Marie in Nuts 
in May and as the iconic, busty Beverly in 
Abigail's Party while married to director 
Mike Leigh. 

Going on to win an Olivier for best 
actress as the desperate, restless Mari in 
The Rise and Fall of Little Voice, she also 
garnered Bafta nominations for The Singing 
Detective and as Betty in the brilliant Fat 
Friends alongside fellow future Gavin & 
Stacey stars Ruth Jones, James Corden and 
Sheridan Smith. 

The woman's a living legend, a British 
institution, a national treasure! All terms 
bandied around by viewers and critics alike, 


that sit rather strangely with her. 

"Well, it's lovely to be recognised 
as someone who people like to see 
on television or on stage who has got 
a reputation over the years for doing 
entertaining stuff," she says. "But the term 
'national treasure', I don't know, it feels a 
bit odd. But I wouldn't down it, it's lovely 
for people to appreciate your work." 

Currently in the midst of quite gruelling 
rehearsals (“There's a scene where 
someone has to drown, so it's got to 
be really worked out"), Steadman has 
previously worked with the Royal Theatre 
Bath on Alan Bennett's Enjoy and Noel 
Coward's Blithe Spirit, but Therese Raquin 
- based on the novel by Emile Zola - was 
the first offer from the theatre she'd been 
tempted by after several years where 
"nothing really clicked". 

“It's a different kind of thing for me "she 
muses. "It's a period piece and it's justice 
to get the long frocks on again, get the wig - 
on. I like being in disguise.” ' 

Set in the late 1860s in an isolated village 
on the outskirts of Paris, Tharei^Raquin 
excavates the darker sides df hurrfork 
temperament as young Therese, unhappily 
married to her first cousin Camille, embarks 
upon a deliciously forbidden liaison with 
her husband's friend Laurant. 

Steadman plays Therese's matchmaking 
aunt Madame Raquin, and is fiercely 
protective of her character, who in print 
sounds decidedly overbearing. 

"She is, in a way," she concedes. "But 
she is a woman of that period. She is a very 
kind woman and she loves her son dearly. 
He's her only son, who, during childhood 
was very, very ill and had lots of diseases 
which happened then and she saved his life 
twice and has got him to adulthood. 

"In that period children used to die all

the time of scarlet fever, measles and 
TB, all these dreadful diseases that 
we've more or less eradicated now, so 
you've got to see it from her point of 
view. 

"She wants him to be married and 
she wants her niece to be married and 
it just seems like a very good idea." 

Mainly it was the play's setting and 
history that attracted Steadman to 
the piece, as well as the relationship 
dynamics: "Families really stuck 
together, people didn't travel, there 
was no email, no telephones, no 
television, and they didn't watch films 
so their world was so different. It's 


fascinating to examine all that." 

Aside from the play, she'll also be 
starring in retirement sitcom Boomers 
this month alongside Russ Abbott and 
June Whitfield on BBC1. 

At 67, can she imagine ever retiring? 
“Urn, no. Haha. I've got friends 
at retirement age, people who are 
teachers that have got to retire at some 
point; it's quite a challenge for them. 
They don't quite feel ready, but there 
are a lot of things you can do with your 
life once you've retired. You haven't 
got to sit knitting jumpers; you can get 
out there and do things." 

Of course, what we're really hoping 


for is more (lots more) Gavin & Stacey 
- preferably in film form, in spite of 
Ruth Jones's protestations that it will 
never happen. 

"I think it would be great, it could 
really work, but listen," Steadman says, 
pausing dramatically. "I'm not the 
writer. The main thing is that we had a 
great time doing it, the story was told. 

"I mean yeah, you could of course 
carry on. But I think no one wants to 
do another series and people to say 
'Oh it wasn't as good'. 

"If you end on a high note it's a good 
place to leave it. But a film might be 
different. . .''

THE EXPENDABLES 3 (I2A, 126 mins) 
FOLLOWING a spectacular stunt aboard 
a moving train that opens this third 
instalment of the action franchise, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger turns to Sylvester 
Stallone and wearily confides, “I’m 
getting out of this business... and so 
should you.” 

Sage advice from the former governor 
of California. 

His words fall on deaf ears because The 
Expendables is a cash cow for Stallone, 
who directed and co-wrote the opening 
salvo in 2010 and has been reliving his 
muscle-bound glory days ever since. 

Australian director Patrick Hughes, who 
impressed with the gritty low-budget 
western Red Hill, takes charge of this 
outlandish mission festooned with bone¬ 
crunching hand-to-hand combat, pithy 
one-liners and deafening explosions. 

And The Expendables 3 certainly opens 
with a bang. Several. 

Barney Ross (Sylvester Stallone) and his 
crew of battle-hardened mercenaries - 
Lee Christmas (Jason Statham), Gunner 
Jensen (Dolph Lundgren), Toll Road 
(Randy Couture) and Hale Caesar (Terry 
Crews) - orchestrate a prison breakout. 

Their target: original Expendables 
member Doctor Death (Wesley Snipes), 
who has been off the grid for several 
years. 

"I heard you killed more people than 
the plague," growls Toll Road to his new 
comrade. 

The bolstered team heads to 
Mogadishu at the behest of chief Max 
Drummer (Harrison Ford), where a 



spectacular skirmish at the dockyards 
brings Barney face-to-face with a ghost 
from the past. 

Conrad Stonebanks (Mel Gibson), co¬ 
founder of the Expendables, who Barney 
was ordered to kill, is alive and exceeding 
well on the ill-gotten gains of the arms 
trade. 

Faced with an adversary, who possesses 
unlimited supplies of state-of-the-art 
weaponry, Barney retires the old team 
and enlists the help of Trench (Arnold 
Schwarzenegger) and retired medic 
Bonaparte (Kelsey Grammer) to bring 
down Stonebanks. 

They assemble a fearless younger crew 
comprising bareknuckle brawler Smilee 
(Kellan Lutz), nightclub bouncer Luna 
(Ronda Rousey), hacker Thorn (Glen 
Powell), weaponry specialist Mars (Victor 
Ortiz) and infuriatingly talkative former 
Spanish Armed Forces operative Galgo 
(Antonio Banderas). 

The Expendables 3 is an entertaining 
and ridiculously far-fetched tour of duty 


that sensibly welcomes fresh faces to the 
fold and provides Banderas, Ford, Gibson 
and Snipes with sizeable roles to turn 
back the clocks. 

"I haven't had so much fun in years," 
cackles Ford after he lays waste to hordes 
of enemy soldiers. 

The clash between old-school brute 
force and modern-day tech savvy 
provides the scriptwriters with a rich vein 
of humour. Thus when Barney outlines 
his heavy-handed solution to toppling 
Stonebanks, Luna snorts derisively, "It's a 
great plan... if it was 1985." 

Stallone looks good for his age and 
sparks brotherly banter with Statham, 
whose wavering accent is a prime target 
for put-downs. 

They look like proud fathers, passing 
the mantle to the next generation of 
action heroes, who could potentially help 
the Expendables sequels reach double 
digits while Stallone does his bit for 
the cause with a zimmer frame rocket 
launcher.

Shrub for all 

seasons 


AS summer marches on, many perennials are now 
fading, while annuals continue to colour borders and 
patios. But savvy gardeners should also be thinking 
creatively with shrubs which will extend the season 
and provide colour and structure to the border. 

So says Andy Mclndoe, managing director of Hillier 
Nurseries and all-round garden expert, who has 
just written The Creative Shrub 
Garden, a colourful tome offering 
his groundbreaking approach on 
how to make the most of shrubs. 

Of course, plant combinations 
are vital if you want to show 
any shrub off to its best, says 
Mclndoe. 

"The dark wine-red leaves 
of the Japanese maple, Acer 
palmatum 'BloodgoocT, are 
a stunning partner for the 
rich golden foliage of Spiraea 
japonica 'Goldflame'. The tips of 
the shoots and new leaves of the 
spiraea are orange red, which picks up on the colour 
of the acer. 

"For evergreen interest, I might use Abelia 
'Kaleidoscope' instead of the spiraea. This is a 
compact shrub of similar proportions and colouring 
with the benefit of small pink autumn flowers with 
colourful calyces. 

"For a third shrub, I would choose the round, 
compact Berberis thunbergii 'Admiration', which 


has rounded wine red leaves that colour brilliantly 
in autumn. Additional interest could be added with 
caramel coloured heucheras, which have the benefit 
of evergreen foliage, and a few glowing orange tulips 
such as the lily-flowering 'Ballerina'. This would make 
a warm, glowing planting combination suitable for a 
small garden or a group of pots on the patio." 

In summer, Lavandula 
angustifolia 'Hidcote' is perhaps 
the finest and most reliable variety 
of English lavender, whose dark 
blue fragrant flowers and aromatic 
grey-green foliage are perfect with 
any silver foliage subjects such as 
Santolina chamaecyparissus and 
Helichrysum italicum. 

However, in a warm, sunny 
situation on dry soil it would 
be better partnered with the 
perennial wallflower Erysimum 
'Bowles Mauve' which flowers 
from early spring through autumn. 
The lavender and erysimum work well with small 
shrub Cistus 'Sunset' with its sage green leaves and 
cerise pink flowers. Purple heucheras would add 
contrasting dark foliage and a few Allium christophii 
a different flower form and another dimension to the 
planting. These are all good choices for a sunny spot 
in a small garden. 

If you're looking for dynamic foliage in a shrub, 
Physocarpus opulifolius 'Diable d'Or' has arching

branches and deep copper leaves, orange at the tips 
of the shoots. It makes a wonderful planting partner 
for orange shrub roses such as the lovely fruit-scented 
'Lady Emma Hamilton'. 

It is also striking with any golden foliage shrub, 
especially Cotinus coggygria Golden Spirit, an unusual 
smoke bush with rounded golden leaves and copper 
plumes which pick up the colour of the physocarpus. 

"In a larger space, I would also add a spring 
flowering, sapphire blue Ceanothus 'Concha', perhaps 
the best of the evergreen Californian lilacs," Mclndoe 
suggests. 

Plant Hibiscus syriacus 'Hamabo', among the best 
hardy hibiscus for late summer flowers in shades of 
soft pink with wine-eyes, next to the deep purple 
foliage of Sambucus nigra f. porphyrophylla 'Eva' 

(Black Lace). 

"For colour early in the season, add Spiraea japonica 
'Anthony Waterer', with its deep crimson blooms, 
and perhaps the mauve pink trumpets and purple 

puzzles 


green leaves of Weigela florida 'Foliis Purpureis'. In a 
larger garden, the evergreen Abelia 'Edward Goucher' 
would add all-year interest and extend the autumn 
flowering season," he adds. 

Hydrangeas may have been out of fashion in the last 
few years, but they are a must for late summer colour. 
Try Hydrangea macrophylla 'Mariesii Perfecta' (Blue 
Wave), a classic lacecap hydrangea with a flowering 
season that extends through summer and autumn. It 
is happy in semi-shade and will produce blue flowers 
on neutral to acid soil, or mauve-pink on alkaline. 

"Partner it with a soft green and white variegated 
shrub such as Euonymus fortunei 'Emerald gaiety', 
which will cover the ground in low mounds. A large- 
leaved variegated hedera growing against a wall 
or fence would make the perfect backdrop," says 
Mclndoe.
